Now you may say to yourself that your faith is 
not equal to the performance of seeming miracles, 
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or that you do not know any one in need of help, 
or that it is material gifts you want to give. 

How do you know the strength of your faith if 
you have never tried it in behalf of one whose 
need was desperate? And what of the many per- 
sons who are bound by illness and fear to hospital 
beds and invalid chairs? Some of these may not 
receive a single word of blessing and encourage- 
ment at this time, when there are fires and laughter 
and comradeship warming the hearts and homes of 
the thousands who are more fortunate. You need 
not wait until some ill or lonely one has asked 
alms of you, but right now, right where you are, 
you can send out your thought and your word in 
blessing to many who may have no other Christ- 
mas gift than that which Spirit quickens in their 
own beings. 

This is not aimed at decrying material giving, 
for the giving of material gifts is a custom that 
occasions much joy and lends interest and enthu- 
siasm to the Christmas season. When it is done 
with conscious thought as to the origin of the cus- 
tom and the symbology of it—that of paying trib- 
ute to the Christ child—it becomes indeed a beau- 
tiful and commendable act. But it is not the only 
way to give, nor the highest. When Jesus met the 
woman of Samaria who had come to the well to 
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draw water, He said to her, ““Whosoever drinketh 
of the water that I shall give him shall never 
thirst.” Thus he indicated that there is a greater 
thirst, a larger need, in the human heart and life 
than any that can be satisfied by material things. 

You can make this Christmas season the most 
joyous One you have ever had and a most helpful 
one to others if you will take account of your spir- 
itual qualities and see what you really have to give. 
You have an overwhelming love in your heart for 
people or you would not be concerned with giving 
at all. Surely you can think of at least one person 
who needs your unselfish, understanding love, who 
is hungry for some little sign of appreciation from 
friend or family, whose very soul is crying out for 
that which you can give. The Father who knows 
the desire of your heart to express love as well as 
the emptiness of the soul needing it will provide 
you with both the opportunity for giving and a re- 
cipient for your gift. 

You may need only to listen to a recital of some 
person’s problem and by your own poise and trust 
to show him how to place it where it belongs: in 
the keeping of Spirit. You may need only to be 
more patient with some person who has heretofore 
tried your forbearance, or you may need to become 
better acquainted with some one who is new in 
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your circle of family and friends. How little we 
often know of those with whom we associate 
daily! How often we are prompted to do some- 
thing for them in a charitable or financial way, 
when the real desire of their hearts is for love, 
understanding, and appreciation.
